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What the Law Makers Are | 
Doing in the Legislature 


Resolutions of prive até memters | 
furnished most of the subjects for de- | 
bate in the legislature of Alberta for 
the week just ended: The first of. 
the sepies was that offered by Chris 
Pattison, Labor, Edson, who asked t*e 
government to consider the institution 
of a system of state medicine and 
Health Insurance. He showed that 
such a system had w orked well in the 
European countries where it had been 
tried out. Six hundred doctors prop- 
erly distributed in Alberta w ould low- 
er deaths from maternity complica- 
tions, reduce infant mortality and im- 
prove general health. The Minister 
of Health, Mr. Hoadley, introduc ed aii 
amendment urging continuance of the 
present efforts towards public health 
and further study of state medic:ne. 
Both Mr. Brownlee and Mr. Shaw 
were in accord with the general idea 
but opposed the motion for lack of | 
knowledge as to the probable cost. | 
‘The amendment carried and Mr. Patt- 
ison’s motion failed. | 

The resolution of L, A. Giroux, Lib- 
eral, Grouard, asking that Peace Riv- 
er be given telephone connection with 
the outside world was lost after the 
Minister of Telephones, W. V. Smith, 
stated that the probable deficit. on 
such a line would be $20,000 a year. 
Mr. Giroux was not convinced but 
all’ the. other members were, includ- 
ing Hugh Allen, U.F.A. Peace River; 
who had seconded the motion. 

The rest of the day was oceunied 
with the consideration of the esti- 
mates for the departments of the At- 
torney-General and of the Provincial 
Secretary. 

Estimated expenditure of $1 205, 308 
was voted to the Attorney-General 
in the face of brisk Liberal crit’cism. 
Mr. Shaw and Mr. Webster attack- 
ed ‘Mr. Lymburn on the Premier’s 
statement made earlier int the ses- | 
sion. that the Department was now 
costing less than it had in 1921, .the 
last year of the Liberal regime. Af- 
ter a warm argument no apparent | 
agreement was reached except that 
comparison was difficult because of 
the changed character of the ser-! 
vice given. The vote of $473, 690 for 
the Provincial Police .was held over 
to give Mr. Duggan, Conservative 
leader a chance to show why the force | 
should be abolished. On Thursday, 
Mr. Duggan took up the attack show- 
ing how a considerable saving could 
be made since the Royal, Canadian 
Mounted Police would do the work for 
$210,000 plus 45,000 for maintenance 
and: transportation of prisoners,. It 
would not be difficult to care for the | 
provincial ' statutes

and the: game law -separate'y. 
would continue the ‘Enforcement 
_ Squad for the liquor law. The de- 
bate was adjourned by Mr. Lymbura 
and there will be.more of it later. 
Estimates of $84,916.for the Pro- 
vincial Secretary’s department went 
through quickly after a few questions 
from the Liberals had been answered, 
On Tuesday, C..L. Gibbs, Lator, 
Edmonton, introduced -his resolution 
calling on. the federal government to 
bring’ in a system of nation-wide un- 
employment insurance. The member 
contended that modern industry was | 
responsible for the problem and 
should bear the burden. The federal 
government which controls the tariff 
can best get at the matter.

Shaw, Bow River, the Liberal leader, 
agreed that something should be done 
but pointed out that the B.N.A. Act 
would prevent the federal govern- 
ment from moving. Mr. Brownleg, a!- 
so in general accord, feared that the 
weight might be thrown on the prov-| 
ince.”

The word disease generally brings 
to our minds a suggestion of some 
ailment. which has fallen to the lot 
of man or beast.. It rarely occurs 
to us that plants are subject to a 
line-up of disorders which would | 
make the average sufferer from 

. human ailments, well by comparison. 
It is also true that the cost of plant 
disease is quite comparable to the 
money spent every year for doctor | 

' bills and the money lost through sick- | 
ness. 

Take our common smuts for ex- 
ample. They are plant diseases when 
we come to consider the matter, 
and the are among the most 
expensive luxuries which the farmers 
ef Western Canada annually indulge 
in. In fact. they probably cost the 
average farm considerably more ‘than 
the car, for we learn that oat smuts. 
alone cost the farmers of Ontario some 
two and one half millions. If a horse 
is laid up for a quarter of the year 
with a bad sweeney we soon think 
of the money it is costing to feed 
him, but smut can slip in and take , 
a quarter of the oat crop and the loss 
is never noticed. : 


The smuts are bad enough, but as 
every farmer knows ‘they are largely 
preventable. The worst offenders are | 
the rusts, they are harder to deal. 
with and, while the development. of 
rust resistant varieties of wheat is 
now only a matter of time, we. still 
lose several millions annually to. those 
little spots on the stems which might 
be called the smallpox of plants.

RUGS FOM SILK HOSE | 
AND UNDERWEAR 


A few years ago thrifty mothers} 
who were in the habit of making mats 
and quilts from all the worn out gar- 
ments, felt rather badly about the | 
waste of the discarded silk hose. But 
now the mothers have discovered that 
worn out silk hose and underwear 
make beautiful crocheted mats for 
| 
the runs are numerous and wide, they | 
can stil be used. 

It is a good plan to save until you; 
have quite a number of pairs on hand, 
so as to arrange the colors of the 
As you. put them away 
ina bag or box, cut off the feet, also 
the-tops if they are of lisle, and fold | 
the different colors: together. Tris 
makes less work sorting when you are 
ready to start your mat. The tops 
make good wash rags or pot holders. | 
Some stockings or underwear will do 
nicely without coloring, but a very 
little dye goes a long way in coloring 
silk, and will make a_ big‘ improve- 
Some cut the strips 
and sew some of the lengths together 
before coloring. Do as you like about | 
this; but at any rate, cut off all ‘of | 
the discards before you start to dye 
the silk. 

‘The width of the strip to crochet 
depends on the thickness of the ma- | 
terial. Medium weight: silk ' hose | 
should be cut about one.inch wide, the | 
chiffon hose a little wider, and un- 
derwear, which is unusually heavy, a!

Chain one extra for the turn at each 
end, and-continue to work from one! 
end until the mat is long enough. 
Press with a damp cloth when com- 
-pleted. , 

In making a round or oval mat, 
sort, the colors so as to have the dif- 
ferent shades ‘graduating. If you are 
planning on a round mat, start the 
centre with a chain of about five 
stitches, if oval, start with eighteen 
or more. Turn, crochet one in éach : 
stitch. At the end where you ‘turn 
make an extra stitch. Continue a- 
round and around, single stitch, wid- 


ening at the ends and sides as. you} 
| see fit. 


Lay the mat flat on the table 
occasionally, and see that it is not 
frilly, too much widening, or drawn, 
not enough extra stitches. If either 
is the case, unravel and correct your | 
mistake, 


for the outside so as to form a bor-| 
der.
